Augusta Pool not to open for 
season due to needed repairs 


After the last Augusta Council Meeting, residents of Augusta heard their pool would not be open¬ 
ing this summer season. After closing early last season and a myriad of repairs needed. Mayor Wendell 
High contacted PPS Construction out of Cincinnati to get an estimate for the repairs and were given 
a rough estimate of $235,000. After Judge Executive Earl Bush spoke with Magistrate Scotty Lippert, 
Mayor High, and checked about the legal ramifications with DEG (Department of Local Government), a 
recommendation was made to the Fiscal Court at their Wed., March 14th meeting, to attempt a Interlocal 
Agreement with the Augusta City Council and extend the offer of a 20 year $ 150,000 loan for part of the 
needed repairs. The Fiscal Court already provides $7,500 a year to the cities of Augusta, Brooksville, 
and Germantown toward parks and recreation. If the agreement is accepted by the City of Augusta and 
the DEG, the loan will be forgivable in that $7,500 amount. If for some reason, the pool would cease to 
operate, the full amount left on the loan would become payable by the city. 

When asked about the feasibility of building a brand new pool and a new location. Mayor High ex¬ 
plained there was not a suitable location and a new pool would only be 6’ at the deepest point instead of 
10’ and would not have a diving board like the present pool. He went on to explain that after the repairs, 
the installation of a repairable liner, and new filtration systems for both the large and small pool, they 
would essentially have a brand new pool at a lower price. 

Mayor High thanked the Fiscal Court for the loan offer and said he would present the recommenda¬ 
tion to the Augusta City Council at their next meeting on Wednesday, March 21st, and would contact 
PPS Construction again for help with the specs to repair the pool. With the loan from Fiscal Court, 
Mayor High said they would take out an additional $150,000 loan to make up the difference of the cost, 
at a much more manageable repayment cost to the city. As the project gets underway, fund-raisers, some 
already in the planning, will be held in anticipation of next year’s opening. 


KY1159 Improvement project to 
begin soon in Bracken County 


A highway safety im¬ 
provement project will 
soon begin on KY 1159 
(Bladeston-Brooksville 
Road) in Bracken Coun¬ 
ty. “This project will 
improve the alignment 
along KY 1159, eliminat¬ 
ing some curves, which 
will improve safety for 


motorists,” said Bob Yea¬ 
ger, chief district engineer 
for KYTC District 6. 

The locations of fo¬ 
cus are Fronks Lane, the 
area between Lake Lane 
and Badger Road and then 
approximately 0.50 mile 
north of Badger Road. 
The KY 1159 alignment 


will be straighter along 
the 2-mile stretch of road¬ 
way. 

Utility work is sched¬ 
uled to begin the week of 
April 2. The earthwork 
and construction will start 
the week of April 30. Mo¬ 
torists should be mindful 
of lane closures and traf¬ 


fic control in the work 
zone. 

Frederick & May 
Construction Co., of West 
Liberty, Kentucky, was 
awarded the low bid con¬ 
tract for $2.9 million. The 
project is anticipated to 
be complete in summer 
2019.

Bracken County Sheriff 

My fellow citizens, this article is in response 
to comments made about me in the Bracken County 
News by Kevin Stears. Mr. Stears got a copy of the 
Sheriff’s budget and determined that the budget has 
increased $408 thousand dollars since I have been 
Sheriff He is correct on this amount but he is not telling you the whole story 
on this. If he had reviewed the budget like an efficient manager would do, he 
would have seen that $278 thousand of this is for grants, court security officers 
and school resource officer programs (all new programs to the Sheriff’s Office). 
This $278 thousand dollars is paid by the State of KY or other entities and is not 
paid for by the County. 

The County’s obligation is $130 thousand of which $123 thousand is for 
personnel costs. These personnel costs include an additional full time and part 
time deputy position and the raises that have been given to all personnel over 
the past eight years. That leaves $7,000 for office operating expenses over an 
eight year period, which is less than a $ 1,000 dollars a year increase. All of these 
increases were presented to fiscal court and approved in the annual budgets. 

The Sheriff’s Office is available 24hours/7days a week. During times 
when there is no deputy on duty the Sheriff or one of his deputies is always on 
call. Bracken County Dispatch has information for who is on call and has the 
information to call them. The Bracken County Sheriff’s Office has acquired 
$226,593 in grant funds over the past seven years to purchase handguns, rifles, 
shotguns, tasers, portable radios, mobile radios, mobile data computers, and bullet 
proof vests for officers; and a Computer Aided Dispatch System and Single Point 
Radio Dispatch Console for the Bracken County Dispatch Center. All of this 
would have had to be requested with County funds had it not been for grants. 

Since being your Sheriff the crime rate in the County is down 62%, 
Burglaries are down 91%, Thefts O/$500 is down 83% and Thefts U/$500 is 
down 77%. There have been over 270 drug related charges filed over this period 
with over 120 of those being drug trafficking charges. Traffic violations are up 
from a low of 85 to a high of 540 in 2017, this a 600% increase. Traffic stops are 
used to help fight the drug issues we have in the County. 

As you can see there have been a lot of positive accomplishments during the 
past 7 plus years. We do not want to stop this momentum and I will continue to 
work hard and I will do everything in my power to continue to make Bracken 
County a SAFER place for our kids, grandkids, family and friends to live, work 
and play. I am asking for your continued SUPPORT AND VOTE ON MAY 22, 
2018.

Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet personnel to remove 
signs illegally placed on state 
right of way beginning April 2 


As spring approaches 
and election time nears, 
the Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet is faced 
with the task of removing 
signs illegally placed on 
state right of way. Crews 
from around the Dis¬ 
trict 6 area have fielded 
complaint calls and have 
added the removal of il¬ 
legally placed signs to 
their list of maintenance 
activities. 

Beginning April 2, 
District 6 personnel will 
be removing signs on 
state right of way. Busi¬ 
nesses, candidates, real¬ 
tors and anyone who uses 
signage should not place 
signs on state right of 
way. 

“This time of year, 
especially, we see a lot of 
signs,” said Bob Yeager, 
chief district engineer for 
KYTC District 6. “Politi¬ 
cal signs and other adver¬ 
tising signs can block the 
view of drivers as they 
watch for oncoming traf¬ 
fic at intersections.” 

Kentucky law pro¬ 
hibits placement of un¬ 
authorized signs on state 
right of way unless other¬ 
wise permitted. State law 
requires highway person¬ 
nel to remove all illegal 
signs. This also applies 
to signs attached to util¬ 
ity poles on the right of 
way. 

“We are asking Ken¬ 
tuckians to do their part 
by keeping the state right 
of way clear of temporary 
signs and other obstacles 
that can obstmct the path 
of mowers and pose a 
hazard for mowing crews 
and motorists,” said 
KYTC District 6 spokes¬ 
person Nancy Wood. 

Homeowners who 
maintain their lawn to the 
pavement edge should 
also keep yard signs be¬ 


hind the right-of-way 
line. 

Enforcement of the 
sign prohibition can be 
difficult because right- 
of-way boundaries vary 
by highway and location. 
All signage should be be¬ 
hind sidewalks. In areas 
without sidewalks, all 
signs should be behind 
the ditch line and outside 
areas commonly mowed 
or maintained by high¬ 
way crews. Often, utility 
poles will mark the edge 
of highway rights of way. 
On four-lane highways 
with controlled access or 
limited access, no signs 
should be placed on the 
highway side of the fence 
line or the fence. 

Essentially, any area 
that would normally be 
mowed by state crews 
or contractors in summer 
months is part of the right 
of way, even if it is com¬ 
monly mowed by the ad¬ 
jacent property owner. 

Between now and the 
May 22 primary election, 
highway crews will be 
clearing highways of il¬ 
legal campaign signs and 
other advertising. They 
will also be picking up 
signs in areas that have 
work zones for normal 
highway maintenance 
activities. 

“Employees who 
remove signs are acting 
in the best interest of all 
motorists and of mainte¬ 
nance crews,” State High¬ 
way Engineer Andy Bar¬ 
ber said. “We appreciate 
the public’s cooperation 
and understanding.” 

KYTC District 6 is 
responsible for more than 
4,657 miles of roadway in 
Boone, Bracken, Camp¬ 
bell, Carroll, Gallatin, 
Grant, Harrison, Kenton, 
Owen, Pendleton and 
Robertson counties.

33 Litter Patrol Groups 
cleaned 191.4 miles in 
Bracken County, col¬ 
lected 918 bags of trash 
and worked 948 collec¬ 
tive hours to accomplish 
their goals at a cost of 
$17,569.71! Keep in 
mind that these groups 
clean both sides of the 
road so the actual miles 
covered were 382.8! It 
is truly disheartening to 
be fortunate enough to 
live in a beautiful coun¬ 
try setting and to have 
some fellow citizens 
who consistently break 
the law by littering and 
consistently kill the 
very earth that sustains 
us by that litter! Sermon 
over!! 

We learned a couple 
of interesting facts from 
our e-mails this morn¬ 
ing. One relayed infor¬ 
mation on the groups 
that gather bi-annually 
in Kentucky to discuss 
ideas and innovations 
regarding all aspects of 
recycled tires, the same 
tires that we collect ev¬ 
ery three years through 
the Division of Waste 
Management’s Tire 
Collection Event! A 
company with a branch 
in Florida and several 
global locations known 
as BM Industries spe¬ 
cializes in manufactur¬ 
ing and installing pour- 
in-place ground rubber 
tire surfaces. These 
porous surfaces can be 
used on play grounds 
and with slight engi¬ 
neering changes can be 
constructed to stand up 
to heavy foot travel and 
even automotive traffic. 
Porous ground rubber 
paving, as opposed to 
solid concrete, allows 
water to filter back into 
the ground. When used 
for playgrounds and 
walking paths, it pro¬ 
hibits the development 
of mud, allowing im¬ 
mediate access to areas 
after rain events. The 
porous paving products 
permit water to pass 
through its surface in¬ 
stead of fiowing on the 
surface thus reducing 
the fiow to storm drains 
which allows the water 
table to be replenished!

•ansportation 
ews to begin 
eating for 
ixious weeds 


Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet crews will 
begin treating for nox¬ 
ious and nuisance weeds 
throughout the state this 
month. The treatments 
aid in controlling the 
spread of undesirable 
plants along state high¬ 
way rights of way. 

The Cabinet, in ac¬ 
cordance with KRS 
176.051, targets John¬ 
son grass, giant foxtail, 
Canada thistle, nod¬ 
ding thistle, common 
teasel, multifiora rose, 
amur honeysuckle, poi¬ 
son hemlock, marestail, 
Japanese knotweed and 
kudzu. 

Left uncontrolled, 
noxious weeds can grow 
so large that they interfere 
with a driver’s line of vi¬ 
sion on highways. They 
can also damage pave¬ 
ment and embankments 
and clog ditches, causing 
drainage problems. 

Noxious weeds of¬ 
ten invade and destroy 
the roadside turf grass, 
leaving these areas vul¬ 
nerable to erosion. They 
can also smother native 
plants through rapid re¬ 
production and long-term 
persistence. 

Motorists are re¬ 
minded to use extra cau¬ 
tion when crews spraying 
for weeds are out on the 
roadways. 

Property owners who 
are actively treating nox¬ 
ious weeds on private 
property may request the 
eradication of nuisance 
weeds found on adjacent 
state-owned right of way. 
A written application 
must be submitted to the 
property owner’s local 
highway district office. 
To request an applica¬ 
tion, please contact the 
appropriate district high¬ 
way office.

After a controlled 
bum got out of control 
on Saturday, March 10th, 
outside of Augusta, and a 
grass fire in Germantown 
on March 16th, the local 
fire departments want to 
educate the citizens of 
Bracken and surround¬ 
ing counties the do’s and 
dont’s of open burning. 

According to KY 
Title KAR 63:005, some 
open burning is legal, 
with restrictions. But 
most materials are actu¬ 
ally illegal to burn. The 
Division of Air Quality 
can impose fines up to 
$25,000 per violation of 
the law. It pays to learn 
before your bum! 

Serious Health Risks 

Today’s trash is dif¬ 
ferent: plastics, chemi¬ 
cals, and numerous other 
synthetic materials are far 
more common in stuff we 
throw away. Burning this 
trash releases high levels 
of toxic pollutants such 
as dioxins, sulfur diox¬ 
ide, lead, and mercury. 
Children and the elderly 
are especially sensitive 
to the air pollution from 
open burning. 

What are dioxins? 

Even the most com¬ 
mon household trash 
produces dioxins when 
burned. Dioxins are dan¬ 
gerous at extremely low 
levels and have been
